Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10, 12 ,14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Vacanti et al. 

Vacanti et al disclose a hydrogel containing precursor cells which may be used 
to build a tissue construct (See Abstract). Particular hydrogels are found at col. 1 , lines 
66-67; col. 3, lines 1-4. precursor cells including neural stem cells are found at col. 3, 
lines 5-20. Undifferentiated cells may be cultured (col. 3, lines 47-65), and then 
maintained from 5 to 10 days (see col. 13, lines 45-48). Molding into desired tissue 
shapes shapes is disclosed at col. 7, lines 46-48. Divalent cations used to crosslink the 
hydrogel are found at col. 10, lines 38-48, and include calcium. Hydrogel concentration 
may be between 05 to 25 (col. 13, lines 58-59), The instant claims are clearly 
anticipated by Vacanti et al. 
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Similar disclosures are made by Purchio (reference Ab on IDS), Langer et al, and 
Hubbell. 

Claims 1 1 and 13 are objected to as dependent upon a rejected base claim.
